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A BAD RULF. 

By a majority of two the Cincinnati 
Board of Education has adopted a rule 
that no married woman shall retain a 
position as teacherin the public schools 
of that city. 

A rule depriving the schools of the ser- 
vices of tried, faithful and efficient teach- 
ers of either sex, married or single, is a 
bad rule, because there is nowhere too 
large a proportion of such teachers em- 
ployed. Theinconclusive reason assigned 
for removing them justifies the inference 
that the real reason is the desire of school 
board members to promote favorites and 
make places for young and untried ap- 
plicants. 

When the school work of any teacher, 
married or single, becomes unsatisfac- 
tory, that is a sufficient reason for re- 
moving her. When the School Board can 
assign that reason, it does not have to 
designate conjugal relations or supposed 
domestic cares as the cause of her fuil- 
ure. It is enough that she has failed, and 
to allege any other reason for removing a 
teacher of good character and associa- 
tions is to put forward a false pretext for 
doing a wrong. 

A married teacher’s conjugal and do- 
mestic relations may or may not inter- 
fere with her school duties, and they may 
or may not be conducive to her excel- 
lence in discharging such duties. But 
the same is true of the home life and 
family cares of the unmarried teacher. 
To find in these domestic relations an in- 
variable cause of failure in teachers and 
to remove them without regard to the 
excellence of their work is absurd on its 
face. 

A rule forbidding the employment of 
any teacher who is engaged to be mar- 
ried, or who sings in a church choir or 
does literary work or helps her poor 
mother take care of a large household of 
younger brothers and sisters, would not 
be more unreasonable. It is well known 
that a large proportion of the best work 
in our schools bas been done by married 
women, and that ‘‘inflooence” too often 
secures school employment for unmarried 
women who render very poor service.

WILL BE FINISHED: 


Judge Campbell Renders a Decision Which 
Causes Grave Annoyance in the Building 
Commissioner's Office and lIovalidates 
Two Ordinances—The City Will Appeal 
the Case tothe Supreme Court. 8 


In an oral decision ot eonsiderabis length 
Judge Campbell this merning declared void 


secs. 784 and 735 of tne Revised Ordinances of 


the City of St. Louls. At the same time he re- 
vefsed the decision rendered by Judge Ander- 
son of the Second District Police Court in the 
case of the city against E. J, Russell and dis- 
charged the defendant in the ation from the 
custody of the authorities. The case is one 
of considerable importance. 

During last June E. J. Russell commenced 
the erection of a livery and boarding stable on 
Grand avenue between Lucky street and North 
Market. He first ciroulated a petition among 
the property owners on that biock asking 
their consent to the scheme. Owing to the 
disfavor with which the business into which 
Russell desired to engage had met in the 
neighborhood, few signatures were obtained. 
Russell then went to Building Commissioner 


Furlong, who refused to issue him the 
necessary permit withous he was able 
to show the signatures of more than 


one-half the property owners. Russell then 
decided to take matters Into his own hands 
and commenced the erection of the stable 
without a permit. The residents in that vi- 
cinity raised a how! of indignation and com- 
Dialned to Mr. Furlong. That official at once 
caused a summons to be issued in the Second 
Distr ict Police Court and commenced prose- 
cution against Russell. 

Judge Anderson heard the case. He found 
the defendant guilty as charged and assessed 
him $200and costs. Attorney Louis Steber, 
who represented Russell, took an appeal to 
the Court of Criminal Correction. The prop- 
erty Owners who were fighting Russell en- 
gaged Messrs. Rowell and Ferris as special 


counsel for the State and the 
action was argued at great length 
on It was then

submitted by both State and defense and was 

taken under advisement by Judge Campbell. 
To-day he rendered a decision in the case dis- 
eharging the defendant from further custody 
and deciaring null and void secs 734 and 
735 of the city ordinances. 

THE LAW OF THE CASS. 

Sec. 734 of the Revised Ordinances says: 
No liverv, boarding or sale stabies shall be 
located on any block of ground in St. Louis 
without the written consent of the owners of 
one-half the ground of said block. The 
Building Commissiouer is then restricted in 
his power by sec. 735, which reads: ‘‘No per- 
mit shall hereafter be granted by the Commis- 
sioner of Public Bulidings for the erection of 
any livery, boarding or sale stables until the 
provision contained in the next preceding 
section, is complied. with, and the written 
consent aforesaid is filed in hie office.’ ’ 

The penalty to be imposed upon any per- 
son convicted of the violation of either of 
these two sections is given in sec. 
which says: “Any person maintaining a 
livery, boarding or sale stable * 
sec. 734 shal be guilty of 
misdemeanor and shall be fined not less than 
$10 nor more than $200 for each offense and 
each day said stable ie maintained as afore- 

said shall constitute a separate offense.’’ 

The prosecution in the case at issue was 
brought, however, under sec. 788, which re- 
lates simply to the erection of any public 
building without a ermit. This section 
reads as follows: very person who, as 
owner, agent, . builder, architect or 
contractor shall commence any building in 
the city of St. Louisa, or do or cause to be done 
any work on the same, or build the same 
without first bavin obtained a permit au- 
thorizing the same on the Commissioner of 
fublic Buildings, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conryiction shall be 
fined not less than $100 nor more than 
for each offense, and every day on which said 
work shall be done or said buflding shall be 
commenced or exist without sald permit, 
shall conatitute a separate offense.’ 

In trying the action under sec. 738 the other 
two sections came into the case, it being 
uranted that Building Commissioner Furlong 
rolnsed the permit forthe erection of the stabie 
simply for the reasoh that it was a stable and 
not because he couid adduce any other ob- 
jection to the granting of the same. The 
Court decided the case as a question of con- 
stitutional rights. He deciared that the City 


Council had no right to frame any 
ordinance which n K. aa un- 
reasonable power articular 
community, and held Chat “the elegation 


of the power to property-owners On a certain 

block in order that they might grant one man 

a certain privilege and refuse another man 

the same, was unreasonable, to say the least, 

and illegal: according to the deciarations of 

the constitution of the United States.

Russell wHl new resume work on his stable 
and the other property owners can howl to 
their heart’s content.

He seemed possessed with 
the idea that the other property-owners 
would pay him an immense bohus to move 
his business and started work on several 

stables. One he put up on Grand avenue 
just below Vandeventer piace and opposite 
one ofthe finest and most aristocratic resi. 
dences in the entire city. This Russell is now 
dead, but his namesake ofthe present gener- 
ation is doing yeoman service in the cause.

SPECIAL CAUSES 

have ale been at work to test 
endurance of the great forces of 
shipping clerks employed in the 
great establishments. During August freight 
rates to and from &t. Louis to Texas points 
were very low and merchants throughout the 
territory affected hurried into the city to place 
sheir orders that they might benefit by the 
depression of rates. This brought in many of 


the merchants who always lace their 
orders in  &t, Louis an so) an- 
ticipated in some degree the 
trade of the later season. At first it was not 
thought that the rush would be of real benefit 
to the des, but presentiy it was observed 
that the new faces outnumbered the old and 
the purchases were heavier than usual. Since 
‘then no diminution has been noticed in the 
pressure of business, and the facilities of even 
the largest houses have been tazed to the ut- 
termost to prepare shipments.

It has been made beiter than 
we would expect solely on account of natural 
growth by some special causes, among which 
isthe prospect of a very heavy cotton crop in 
Texas. The prospects are excellent for con- 
tinued good trade in all lines.’’

A STRANGE CASE. 


Pretty Miss Lillies Found Unconscious in a 
Room Filled With Gas.

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THE BENTON 
SAM JOBNSTON’s DEATH 18 LEARNED, 


The Factsin the Case Materially Different 
From the Reperts—The Fight Occurred 
Over a Game of Craps and the Shooting 
Was Done by Nelson Dwyer—An Exciting 
Time on the Boat, 


HE steamer Benton 
tied up atthe foot of 
Locust street last 
night.Officers Tobin, 
Fox and Cava- 
naugh at once 
boserded the boat 
and instituted the, 
most rigid inquiry 
concerning the shoot 
ing of the negro Sam Johnston, whose deatn 
at the Oity Hospital on the lith inst, has 
caused ge series of queer complications. The 
story obtained from the various witnesses to 
the shooting differs materially from that first 
told, As the result ot the inquiry the police 
are now hunting high and low in 886. Louis for 
one Nelson Dwyer. 1 

Sam Johnston was a roustabout on the 
steamer Benton. Two weeks ago he shipped 
On the evening of 
last Wednesday he arrived at the Vine Street 
Station ona Wabash train from St. Charles 
suffering from a severe bullet wound in the 
abdomen. Some of die friends bad the man 
taken to his boarding place at No. 10 Franklin 
avenue, The following morning the police 
were notified and the negro was sent to the 
Oity Hospital. He was then in a dying con- 
dition and died the same day. His body has 
since been in the Morgue. 

MADE NO STATEMENT. 

Johnston was unconscious when found by 
the police. He remained in this condition 
until be died. Consequently no statement of 
any kind could be obtained from him. In- 
quiry at his boarding house and among the 
Wabash train officials elicited the information 
that the man had been shot while on board 
the Benton near the mouth of the Missouri 
River on the nightofthe 9h inst. The 
name of his assailant and the partic- 
ulars of the affray could not be ascertained. 
It was rumored, however, thata negro fire- 
man named Gorman was in some way con- 
cerned inthe treuble and had escaped soon 
after the shooting by jumping overboard and 
running through the woods. Johnston had 
been put ashore at Washington. Mo., and by 
making his way to St. Charles, was enabled to 
reach this city. : 

It now appears that Johnston was the in- 
nocent victim of a case of mistaken identity. 
When the officers boarded the Benton last 
night they cornered all of the roustabouts and 
deck hands and forcea them to tell what they 
knew of the shooting. From these garbled 
and incomplete accounts it seems that the men 
had quit work for the night and were enjoying 
themselves on the lower deck. Naturally 
enough, a game of craps was started and most 
of the negroes took part in the play. As is 
usual in such cases, a dispute arose between 
two of the negroes over the conditions under 
which a certain small bet had been made. 
Nelson Dwyer charged Frank Lee, the eap- 
tain of the watch, with 2 money,

A few minutes later he reappeared, fellowed 
by a friend named Thomas Adams. Dwyer 
had a revolver in his hand. One of the other 
negroes saw the weapon and shouted to Les

cealment. Dwyer probably mistook Johnston 
for Lee. Atany rate as Johnston ran past he

placed his weapon to Jehnston’s side and 


fired. Without waiting to see the result of 
the shot he ran to the bow of the boat and 
awaited developments. He had not long to 
wait,. As soon asthe other negroes learned 
that Johnston was shot they gave the 
wounded man a revolver and together rushed 
toward Dwyer. The frigntened negro stood 
irresolute for a moment. 
— SPRANG INTO THE RIVER. 

Then a ball from Johnston's weapon struck 
him in the leftarm and he jumped into the 
water. He was followed by bis friead Thomas 
Adams and the two were soon lost in the dark- 
ness as they swam ashore. Johnston desired 
to reach St. Louis and was put asbore at 
Wasbington. He reached St. Louis and died. 

The Police Department has now taken 
charge of the case, United States District At- 
torney Reynolds having written a letter to 
Chiet Harrigan informing him that the State 
of Missouri or the State of IIIInois bad juris- 
diction in the matter. From the statements 
made by the Benton officers the boat at the 
time of the shooting was in waters of the 
Mississippi, just opposite the mouth of the 
Missouri, and consequently in Missouri State 
jurisdiction. Chief Harrigan is of the opinion, 
however, that since the affray took piace 
within the boundaries of 8|. Charles County, 
the officials at St. Charles should interest 
themselves in the case. They bave done 
nothing, however, and the St. 
Louis Department will have to 
shoulder the case. The man Dwyer is a coal - 
black negro, 35 years old and single. He 
stands 5 feet 8 inches in height and weighs 
about one hundred and sixty-five pounds. 
Coroner Frank will probably hold the inquest 
in the case to-morrew morning. it-

RUSSIAN HF BREW STUDENTS DENIED EDU 
CATIONAL ADVANTAGES AT HOME.

The Delianeff Circular of 1887 — Limited L of FINEST 


Percentage of Admission tothe Russian 
Universities—A Relentiess Policy of Per- 
secutios—How the Stadents Secure an 
Education Here While Werking for a 
Livelihood. 


New YORK, Sept. 16,—By a special census it 
has been ascertained that there are about 
50,000 Russian Hebrews in New York. Among 
them are about eighty studests who have been 
compelied te.come here to complete their ed- 
ucation. Most uf these students have come 
to this city since 1887. They were under the 
necessity of leaving their native country be- 
cause of the action of the Russian Govern- 
ment, promulgated in what is known as the 
Delianoff Circular of 1887. By the terms of 
this circular the number of Hebrew students 
was limited to 5 per cent in most 
cities, and to 8 per cent in 
the capitals of St. Petersburg and Moscow. 
In Russia the students who desire to enter the 
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University must first go through a course of “ 
study in the high school or gymnasium. After 
they have graduated from this high schogl 
they receive diplomas which entitle them to 
enter the University without examinatiea. In 
the year 1887, therefore, many Russian stu- 
dents were disappointed and few were ad- 
mitted. At Kleff out of 127 Hebrew applicents 
but thirty were admitted. Atthe universities 
of St. Petersburg and Moscow, which are 
favorite institutions because of their 
celebrated professors, they admitted but ten 
Hebrews out of 150 applicants, although 
the entire number of applicants were pro- 
vided with the diplomas which have hereto- 
fore been the only requisite for admission. 
The students were. rejected simply because 
they were Hebrews, in pursuance ofthe re- 
lentiess policy of persecution which has been 
earried out by the Russian Government. 

FLOCKING TO AMERICA. 

In some cases Hebrew students whose rela- 
tives commanded wealth and influence were 
able to evade the edict and secure admission, 
but the remainder were obliged either to 
abandos their hopes of completing their 
education. or to emigrate to other 
parts of the world. Some at once 
took retuge in Parigor Berlin. Those who 


were unable to go to those cities, flocked to 
this country and have been puoréuing their 
studies here under great difficulties. All 
these students have had to struggle fret with

An Armed Posse Search for the Robber Whe

St. Louis County is considerably stirred up 
over the attempted robbery of the Goodson

They like a 
change of music just as they do a change of 
food, and if they can yet a whole meal of vari- 
eties different from what they are used to, the 
change is more pronounced and enjoyable 
than if there is only one new dish in the meal. 
Thus, while the patrons of the Exposition 


have been having an American selection or 
two thrown into an evening's programme, this 
will be the first time they have been given an 
entire programme of American music. Such 
being the case they are certain to enjoy it. 
it had been served to them regularly in such 
wholesale quantities they would undoubtedly 
have tired of it long ago and have cried for 
more works by foreign composers. It is in 
ne ver permitting an audience to hear so much 
music of the same order that it becomes 
nauseating that Gilmore displays mis 
skillin getting up programmes. He never 
presents a programme of entirely light or 
heavy music except as an occasional special 
feature.

SIR BENJAMIN BENDER. 


THE DISTINGUISHED ENGLISH ENGINEER 
VISITING THE UNITED STATES. 


Inspecting the Work oh the Hudson River 
Tunnel—Some Facts About the New Ship 
Railway From the Bay of Fandy to the 
Gulf ef St. Lawrence—Oapt. Eads’ Proj- 
ect. 


New Tonk, Sept. 16.—S8ir Benjamin Bender, 
one of the constractors of the Forth bridge, 
whois paying a fiying visit to this city as 
head engineer to the English syndicate which 
boughtthe Hudson River tunnel, visited the 
tunnel yesterday morning with Mr. Moyer, 
the manager of the company. After a long 
inspection he expressed his entire satisfaction 
with the progress of work, 

„Ot course, said Sir Benjamin to a re- 
porter, lastnight, ‘‘the difficulties at the be- 
ginning in completing an old tunnel which 
had already been advanced a considerable 
distanc®, were greater than they would 
have been had an entirely new 
tunnel had to be constructed. The 
water had worked its way into the old tunnel 
and softened the coll. This made it far more 
difficult for us to construct the first part of the 
new tunnel, The tunnel is of cast iron, and 
is being driven with the aid ofa shield made 
by Sir William Errol.“ 

Sir Benjamin is algo here for the purpose of 
inspecting the work ofthe new ship railway 
from the Bay of Fundy to the Gulf of St. 
Lawrende which is now in course of construc- 
tion at Amherst, Nova Scotia. He is chief en- 
gineer of the railway and represents the synd- 
leate of English and American capitalists who 
control the scheme. 

The project ef a ship raliway is by no 
means new, be said. It bas been mooted 
any time within the last thirty years. Capt. 
Eads of Mississippi jetty fame proposed it 
many years ago as an alternative to the Pan- 
ama Canal. M. Eiffel, who built the great ex- 
hibition tower and has contracts for locks on 
the Panama Canal, lately consulted with me 
as to the feasibility of converting the Panama 
Canal into a ship railway.

She seems 
to lack power and essential force, her voice is 
neither strong nor resonant and her methods 
are exceedingly gentle; to speak in apparent 
contradiction her gentieness is perhaps the 
most pronounced force in her work, and yet 
through it or despite it, one scarcely knows 
which, the recognition of the captiva- 
ting result is irresistibly compelled. 
This result is not easy of analysis.

This is either 
the perfection of artistic subtilty or a rare 
natural quality which is superior to acquired 
art. Itis hardiy possible that an actress of 
Miss Marlowe’s experience could possess the 
former, so that one is impelled to believe that 
she has the latter, Ger artiessness seems 
better than art. The effect is the same in 
either case, and the essence of art, which is 
the outward expression of the thought or 
emotion, is present in beth.

THE CROWN’S CASE. 

The Crown wil) seek to establish that 
Burchell’s tarm being a pure myth the man 
dreaded exposure, that he walked his victim 
intotheswamp on some pretext and there 
deliberately shot and killed bim. So far as 
has yet been made public they bave no direct 
witnesses to prove the deed, but they claim 
to be able to show that he was seen with Ben- 
well near and going in the direction of the 
swamp, and that he Was seen returning from 
it alone. 

It is true that when the discovery of the 
body and the ecigar-case was published 
Burchell promptly went to Princeton from 
Buffalo and there identified the remaing as 
those of his friend, Frederick ©. Beuwell. 
But the Crown officers declare that this, in- 
stead of being presumptive preof of inno- 
cence, only proves the superhuman nerve of 
the man. 

Burchell declares bis innocence, and had 
lawyers and detectives engaged to confute 
and confound his adversaries, What the 
character of his defense will be is not known 
to a certainty, but it is that they 
will = to show that the body bore evidences 
ofa violent struggie, while Buroneli did not 
when seen soon after, and they will try to 
convince the jury that detecttves, haying 
committed themselves to the declaration that 
Burchell was guilty, are devoting their work 
in attacking his life and not to the business of 
finding out the murderer. 

DISTINGUISHED MEN IN THE CASE. 

In no Canadian criminal trial for years has 
there been such an array of legal talent as 
will appear in thie case. The Oounty Crown 
Attorney, F. Ball, Q. C., will be the janior 
counsel. The Attorney-General will be ape- 
olally represented by hie deputy, J. R. Oart- 
wright, while the weight of the actual prose- 
cution will rest upon the shoulders of B. B. 
Osler, O. O. He contested Welland for the 
Dominien Parliament in the Liberal interest 
in 1888, but unsuccessfully. He was one of the 
counsel of the Crown in the trial of Riel for 
high treason, and is one of the leading coun- 
sei for the Grand Trunk in the immense sults 
for damages growing out of the St. George 
accident. 

On the other side are to be found Mr. Hell- 
muth of London, who has been in the case 
since the first. The senior counsul will be 
George T. Blackstock of Toronto. Mr. Black- 
stock is a young man, a native of Newcastle, 
Ontario, where he was born April 7, 1856. He 
was oalied to the bar in his 22d year and has 
made a brilliant record, He is retained by 
the Canadian Pacific whenever it has a big 
sult on hand and his services are avuilablie, 
In the great case of the Canadian Pacific 
against the Dominion Government over the 
state of the coast section of the road—a case 
involving milllons—Mr. Biackstock was junior 
counsel to the Hon. Edward Blake, and made 
a brilliant argument in his client’s behalf. 

JUDGE MOMAHON, 

These eminent legal gentiemen will be 
called upon to fight this case out before Judge 
McMahon and a jury of Oxford yeomen. Jadge 
McMahon was an able barrister, and he is a 
sound and upright Judge. He is a brother of 
Dr. MoMahon, M. PF. P., and is anative of 
Guelph, Ontario, where he was born in 1636. 
He began life as a civil engineer, but took up 
the study of law in 1857 and was called to the 
bar five years later. He has been engaged in 
many notable cases, including the boundary 
case, which he argued before the arbitrator 
and later before the Privy Council. He was 
the leading counsel for the prisoners in the 
celebrated Biddulph murder case and mad 
one of the most brilliant speeches ever ad 
dressed to a Oanadian jury. Mr. McMahon 
was called to the bench in November, 1887. 

A host of witnesses have been summoned 
among them, Col. Benwell, the mu red 
man’s father, who will come from England to 
testify.
